A method of detecting PCR-amplified base sequences, comprising the steps of:

conducting a hybridization reaction by using a substrate on which one primer of 

each of said primer pairs used for the PCR are fixedly spotted on spots thereon and a 

solution containing said base sequences that are PCR-amplified in the preceding step,
